STRIKERS AND 
WORKERS FIGHT 


Two Factions Come Together and Blood 
Is Freely Spilled. 


MINERS CAUSE THE TROUBLE 


| Coal Diggers Enter Idlers’ Camp To 


Secure More Workmen. 


PISTOLS AND RAZORS ARE QUICKLY USED 


Farmers Are in Sympathy with Camp- 
ers and Provide Them with 
Provisions. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 22.—Religious ser- 
vices were held in the several camps of 
the strikers today and all were largely at- 
tended, but notwithetanding the religious 
air pervading the camps, a conflict be- 
tween the workers and strikers took place 
in the afternoon, during which the strikers 
were badly hurt, but none are In a serious 
condition. 

Five of the men who were working for 
the New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
Company this afternoon went to William 
Seamon’s boarding house, about one and 
a half miles¢from Oakhill camp, where 
some of the strikers are quartered, for the 
purpose of persuading the é6trikers to go 
to work. The meeting was a stormy one 
resulted in Antonio Podasky being 
near the heart, the bullet going al- 
most through his body. Grengorin Pimold 
was shot in the eye and Bolisted Dam- 
sows cut with a razor. 

The injured men are all strikers. This 
was the only disturbance recorded at the 
camps today. The aggressive workmen 
escaped before the men on the Oakhill 
camp were aware of the fight. 

The report that Sandy Creek camp will 
be abandoned is denied by the strikers to- 
day and they say men will be sent there 
from Plum Creek and Turtle Creek. 

In“addition to the missionary 
work of the week the leaders have decided 
to direct especial work to the prevention 
of operations at the Sandy Creek mine. 
The strikers say that they wiil resume 
their marching tactics in the morning, 
claiming that under the ruling of Judge 
Goft in the West Virginia cases they are 
this right.

WILL ACCOMPLISH NOTHING. 


Conference Between Operators and 


Strikers Will Do No Good. 
Pittsburg, August 22.—Developments in 
the coal mining situation in the Pitts- 
burg district. will be watched with unusual 
interest this week. 


Both sides were apparently at rest today, . 


but it was developed that at the conference 
tomorrow there will probably be a disrup- 
tion. By many it is believed that M. D. 
Ratehford, the national president of the 
miners’ organization, will not be present. 
It is claimed that he will stick to his orig- 
inal assertions that he will 
arbitrate unless all the states involved are 
represented. It is a well-known fact that 
the operators of other states will not join 
the local operators in the movement for 
arbitration. If Ratchford is obuurate the 
conference will be useless.

It is proposed to 
telect operators who are not representcd 
at the conference and who are friendly to 
the miners.

By this means it Is expected 
to get a fund from the union miners who 
happen to be working, and with this fund 
pay the expenses of a fight against import- 
ed labor. The miners’ officials are mak- 
ing arrangements to have a fund on hand 
to send foreign labor home just as fast as 
it arrives. 

With mines operated under the.jurisdic- 
tion of the labor leaders and with operators 
that are friendly who reap a profit, they 
hope to have an available and large fund. 
This plan has been outlined and will be 
submitted to-.the national officials if the 
conference proves a failure. 


AID VOTED TO THE STRIK#SRS.

Men. 

Philadelphia, August 22.—The 
Labor League, by a vote of 211 to 9, today 
passed a resolution voting financial and 
moral support to the coal mine strikers.

THOUGHT TO BE MURDERERS. 


Three Prominent Men of Shepherd 
Looked on with Suspicion. 

Detroit, Mich, August 22.—A special to 
The Free Press from Shepherd says that 
three prominent men in this vicinity are 
thought to be the murderers of Cashier 
Strubles, of the Farmers’ bank, but the 
Officers will not divulge their names.

sistants indoors after 7:30 o'clock. The 
police have made twenty-nine arrests.

Float Capsizes with Twenty-One Little 
Ones on Board. 


BOATS RUSH TO THE RESCUE 


Boys and Girls Seek a Bath at the 
Breakwater Sunday. 


THEY ARE DUMPZD IN DEEP WATER 


Three of the Bodies Have Been Recov- 
ered, but Two Whé Are Un- 
known Are Lost. 


Toronto, August 22.—Five children were 


drowned in the harbor this afternoon by 
the capsizing of a float. The dead are: 

ALBERT DRISCOLL, aged eight. 

GERTIE HARVEY, aged eleven. 

JACK BETHEL, aged ten. 

Two others, names unknown. 

The bodies of the three. former were 
recovered. 

The float was twelve feet long and six 
feet wide,and was made of rough timber 
and used for conveying workmen from 
the mainland at the foot of Cherry street 
to the breakwater, a distance of about a 
hundred yards. The float is worked by 
chains attached to the bank on wne side 
and the breakwaters on the other. 

This afternoon twenty-one children, boys 
and girls, ranging from eight to ‘nirteen 
years of age, crowded on the raft for the 
purpose of going to bathe at the breakwa- 
ter. Iinif way across tNe channel, where 
the water is very deep, the raft capsized, 
and all the children were thrown ‘nto the 
water. ¢ 

There were many boats in the neighbor- 
hood, and these were quickly at the sccne 
of the accident. All of the children were 
rescued except five.

INTENSE SUFFERING AT DYEA. 


Many Who Have Started to Gold Fields 
Are Without Shelter. 

San Francisco, August 22.—A special to 

The Bulletin from Dyea, Alaska, August 
Zist, tells of the pitiful condition of many 
of the searchers for gold, who are row 
stopped at Dyea unable to proceed farther 
on their journey, owing to the lack of 
funds or provisicns. 
Many of those now in Dyea are physically 
unable to make the trying trip, aud there 
are many who will suffer great hardships 
before the winter is over. Many or those 
who arrived on the steamer Williamette are 
without shelter, seemingly having coine to 
this cold region depending on the open- 
heartedness of others to keep them living. 


Many of the people who are unable to 
reach Dawson this winter have two tons 
of provisions and no possible means of 


transportation. 

One man has over 3,00 pounds which he 
is trying to pack over the White Pass in 
lots of seventy-five pounds each, making 
short relays. Thieves have been operatin 

extensively, and many tents, tools anc 

much ammunition and money have been 
stolen. 

Already a vigilance committee is spoken 
of, and unless the thefts cease, trouble will 
follow.

MAY USE PETROLEUM AS FUEL. 


War Department Sends Officesr to 


Pennsylvania To Investigate. 

Washington, August 22.—The secretary 
of the navy has ordered Lieutenant Na- 
than Sargant to proceed at once to the 
oil fields of Pennsylvania, where he. will 
make a careful investigation of the vari- 
ous grades of petroleum produced in that 
region with a view to its use as fuel for 
marine engines. 
Upon the conclus‘on of this work he 
will report to the authorities in charge 
of the Newport torpedo station and plans 
will be drawn for an oil engine wl ich will 
be placed in one of the new tcrpedo boats 
now being built by the Herresh ffs. 

This will be the first aitempt, to use 
petroleum as fuel for the tornedo fleet, 
but from what has been at'ained with 
this motive force in swift steam launches 
ewned by private parties both nere and 
abroad, the navy department lcohs very 
favorably on the experiment. § sme of

HOW BAUXITE IS 
MINED IN GEORGIA 


A Company in Floyd County Make It 
Very Profitable. 


ORE IS FOUND IN THE CLAY

Mostly Used in Manufacture of Alum- 
inum. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES A WORKING OUTFIT 


Process the Ore Has To Go Through. 
How Farmers Dig Down for Ore 
Where They Find Pockets. 


the bauxite mines in 
Georgia has been frequently ventilated in 
the newspapers and trade journals, but the 
interest of the people in it can be appreci- 
ated only by one who has driven through 
the section where ore has been found. The 
traveler might well inquire what animal 
frequents the country that is habited of 
burrowing in white clay. For, as bauxite 
is usually found in such soil, every Iman 
who has a spot. of it on his farm digs for 
ore. The farmers are incited to this by 
stories of the marvelous prices that are 
paid for bauxite land. 

As a matter of fact no fortunes have as 
yet been made from the industry. It is the 
peculiarity of bauxite to oecur in pockets 
of more or less frequency in one vicinity, 
the value of the land being determined by 
the size and number of the deposits. An 
old woman who owned five acres in Floyd 
county was greatly surprised to receive 
an offer of $500 for the place and accepted 
it at onee. She leatned afterwards that 
the man who made the purchase sold the 
land at a profit of $3,000. But when he 
bought the land he took the risk of it not 
being worth the expense of bringing min- 
ing machinery to it. It was discovered, 
however, that the pockets, shaped like an 
inverted pyramid, were from. seventy-five 
to 150 feet deep and covered the lot. 

Bauxite is not found at a greater depth 
than 150 feet and because of this intricate 


The opening of 


mining machinery is not necessary for 
their operation. Indeed, until the last few 
years the work was done by hand. The 
expense of manufacturing aluminum from 
the ore keeps down the demand, as it Is 
still utilized chiefly in the making of 
alum, a much less valuable product. The 


aluminum is made by the electrolysis pro- 
cess which is controlled in the United 
States by the Pittsburg Reduction Com- 
pany, which owns the mineral right of the 
Barnsley mines in Bartow county, Geor- 
gia. Many efforts have bean made to 
manufacture aluminum by some other 
method than the electrolysis, but so far 
they have failed and the Pittsburg people 
still monopolize the aluminum product, 
perhaps to the detriment of the miners. 

Their mines, while not by any means the 
most productive, have had more prom!- 
nenca than any others, and to southerners 
their name. Barnsley, presents a history. 
There is no more beautiful estate than that 
of Barnsley, owned by a family that was 
once the wealthiest in all their section. It 
was the intentlon of its owner to build a 
magnificent mansion and broad and weauti- 
ful park grounds were laid out and the 
foundations laid for his home. But the 
war came on, the slaves left, the man 
whose brain had planned it all dled dur- 
ing reconstruction, and the visitor today 
can see a half-finished and ugly brick 
hall where he in fancy looked upon a 
happy home. It is a home, for his family 
live in a portion of it that has been rudely 
finished, but the workmen’s tools lie round 
in that portion that was to have been the 
chief ornament and it is all a monument 
to the hope of a vanished day. It is upon 
a part of this estate that the Pittsburg 
company, operate a mine and monopolize 
the proceeds of the most profitable use to 
which the ore can be turned. 

A iIrine which is working very profitably 
is that of the American Bauxite Company, 
in Floyd county, G. Orgia. It is also owned 


and operated by northern capitalists from 
Utica, Ma Be They have erected such 
Julldings of suca character that shows 


ineir confidence in the enterprise, in strik- 
ing contrast to the plan usually followed: 
for all the other companies have put up 
temporary sheds and operated in a very 
primitive way with the aid of farm labor 


until they began to realize money from 
the investment. The Dykes mines, in Ala- 
bara, have been in su ‘cesstul operation 


for years, and in 18% there was a discov. ry 


of ore near Anniston, Ala. The fact that 
no mine has yet been abandoned speaks 
well for the profit in the business, and 


will) probably induce capitalists to invest, 
particularly if the present efforts at a new 
process for manufacturing aluminum 
successful. The men whe are interested 
Say when they are successful, aluminum 
will displace tin in the world’s merkets; 
their claim is that this happy result is 
only a matter of time. 

Quite a conspicuous character among the 
men of bauxite mines, in Georgia, is one 
who always imagines he is “getting on to 
a particularly good thing’’ and wishes to 
keep it to himself. At one time he built 
a novel oar roaster, from which he expected 
Sreat things; he hired an engineer under a 
Strict oath of secrecy in regard to the in- 


is 


vention, and then literally barricaded the 
woods and threatened shotgun judgment 


upon any man who invaded his premises. 
Not until he had himself demonstrated the 
worthiessness of the roaster would he allow 
vulgar eyes to gaze upon it. This may 
have been caused by his former residence 
in New England, whose inhabitants are 
said to love an invention to the exclusion 
of principle, but it was a new style in 
Georgia, where all interested had joined in 
an effort to get up simple machinery that 
would do the work effectively. When he 
went to a manufacturer and heard the ap- 
paratus of a bauxite mine described, he 
asked doubtfully: 

“Do you suppose they’d let a fellow look 
et Rr’ 

Upon eing assured that this special 
company was so generous that all the 
world might gaze upon their operations, he 
visited their works at night, and giving the 
watchman a pint of whisky, told him not 
to betray his nocturnal call to the foreman. 
But the story leaked out, because it appeal- 
ed to even a Georgia mountainéer as too 
good to keep to himself. 

As a matter of fact, the machinery in use 
in nearly every mine is the result of these 
men putting their heads together. Perhaps 
because the cost of shipping machinery is 
great, or because standard mining ma- 
chinery was not adapted to the work, in 
no instance has machinery been bought {fn 
the north to develop a_ southern bauxite 
mine. This is a distinctive feature of the 
industry, and it may be that many will be 
interested by a description of the outfit 
which is used. It is very economical, and 
practical even in that sense that beauty is 
excluded. But miners can admire the 
morey it makes sufficiently to satisfy this 
sertiment. 

The outfit consists of a washer that 
separates the ore from the clay, a d:ver, 
elevator, and the engine and boiler, with 
necessary pumps. 

The washer is a large box of heavy 
planks. Jt is thirty feet long, and rests 
upon a frame of heavy wood; inside this 
there revolve two heavy logs, upon which 
are the agitators in the form of conveyors, 
One end of this box is elevated about six 
inches. The ore is dumped in at the lower 
end, and the water is forced through a 
perfcrated trough the entire length. The 


| ore is passed up ine washer by the water 


and agitators and at the upper end the clay 
and water pours into a trough just “i bove 
the level, at which the ore passes out in its 
natural globular form. When this machine 
is working correctly the Ore is as clean as 


| 


when washed by hand. From here the era 


a 
goes to the dryer. It has the capacity 
of retaining 24 ‘arge per cent of 
water and it has bem a problem to dry it 
successfully in a shor time. Until quite re- 
cently the principal Mne dried by exposing 
the ore to the sun, W.jch delayed returns 
from the work for a Img time. 

The dryer now in useis a large cylinder 
from thirty to sixty imhes in diameter, 
graded by the capacity »f the mine. At 
one end is a large fire-boxor furnace. with 
smokebox and stack at th. other. On the 
smokestack are steam jeg to cause a 
heavy draft from the fireb& fhrough the 
cylinder. This cylinder, on the inside of 
which are conveyors and liftrs, is placed 
op trolley wheels and make: from four 
to eight revolutions per minue, propelled 
by the engine. This machine's also ele- 
vated at one end, where the ore jis poured 
in: it is taken up by the conveys, passed 
round and round in the flame from the 
firebox which pervades the whole cylinder, 
and when it is received by ffie elevator 
from a box on one side the fireb«x it Is 
perfectly dried. Its exposure to the fame is 
usually twelve to eighteen minutes, ind it 
can be seen how such a process faciltates 
the work. It is taken from the elevatrr to 
the storeroom, and after being classfied 
by an expert is ready for the market. So 
that ore can be dried and ready for shp- 
ment within a few hours after it is dug. 

The mines which have this ent?re outft 
have turned out perfectly prepared or 
more rapidly than under any process yet 
tried, and it should be a matter of congrat- 
ulation that in one instance of the many 
a southern industry is worked by southern 
men (through northern capital), is operated 
by machinery made in the south, and in 
this state, and it has been done without any 
soap-bubble seneming; in fact, the men 
who have invested their money looked up 
the mines, instead of being interested by 
advances from Southern people. 

It would prote very beneficial to the 
south if the process now under Giscussion 
for manufacturing aluminum can be per- 
fected. It will almost triple the value of 
the ore. If it can be made by smelting, 
then there will be fortunes in bauxite. So 
far as known all attempts have been con- 
fined to the laboratory, but this does not 
disprove the possibility of a successful re- 
sult within a very few years, and as soon 
as it is accomplished it will be put in imme- 
diate operation by the owners of bauxite 


mines.

Statistics Showing the Business of the 
Lumbermen. 

Chicago, August 22.—The Timberman 
fives the following summary of the year’s 
lumber exports from all] United States 
ports: 

“The quality of our exports of forest 
products for the year ending June 30, 1897, 
as compared with those of the year end- 
June 30, 1896, shows an increase of slightly 
over 100 per cent, and, as compared with 
the average for five years beginning June 
30, 1886, shows an increase of a fraction 
less than 60 per cent. The total value of 
Our exports of domestic forest and Jlum- 
ber products for the year ending June JO, 
1897, as compared with the previous iwelve 
months was $39,624,800 against $21,947,108, or 
an increase of over 20 per cent. Our lum- 
ber exports to the United Kingdom for the 
year ending June 30, 1896, and 1897 have 
been as follows: For the year qsog— 
sawn and hewn timber logs and 
other, $3,108,817; 1897, $4,332,387. 1896—Boards, 
deals, planks, joints and scantlings, $1,943,- 
908; 1897, $3,314,3H0. 1896—Shingles, shook and 
Other lumbers, $710,719; 1897, $1,224,520. 1896— 
Sash, doors, blinds and other manufactures, 
$2,197,014; 1897, $2,809,420. Total—1896,$7,920,-

Anderson Struck Invader and Gave 
Alarm—Funeral of Rev. J. W. 
Burke at Macon. 


Macon, Ga., August  22.—(Special.)—An 
unknown negro man made a most daring 
attempt at robbery and murder this morn- 
img about 2 o’clock at the residence of Tax 
Receiver R. J. Anderson, which is located 
on Tattnall Square just outside of the city 
limits. That the tax receiver is not a 
dead man today is no fault of the would- 
be murderer. Mr. Anderson and tamily 
were asleep.. Mr. Anderson was awnkened 
by some one opening the blinds ard rais- 
ing a window sash of his room. ::¢e asked 
who was there, and he was astv.tished to 
see a negro at the window wth a pistol 
in his hand, who said: 

‘I have come here to 
he spoke he fired three times at Mr. 
Anderson. Mr. Anderson was nv etruck 
by any of the bullets. After shoc.:ng three 
limes the negro turned from the window 
and fled, and escaped in the darkness. ‘The 
main objeet of the negro was evicently 
robbery and not the murder of Mr. An- 
derson, but when he found that vis effort 
to enter the room was discovered he com- 
meneed to shoot at Mr. Anderson. 

This negro was evidently th sum 
who, a few minutes before, ‘ad tried to 
enter the bedroom of Mr. J. W. Hart, but 
was detected by Mr. Hart and esc: ped. 
Mr. Hart lives only a short distance trom 
Mr. Anderson. Mr. Hart ‘was -lecping on 
a bed by a window and was awikened 
by a noise at the window, and on opening 
his eyes saw a negro’s head protruding 
through the window, and the negro ap- 
peared to be in the act of crawling in 
the window over the bed. So close was he 
to Mr. Hart that Mr. Hart felt the warm 
breath of the negro brow on his face. Mr. 
Hiart exclaimed: “‘What are you doing 
here?” and at the same itroment§ Mr. 
Hart gave the negro a strong blow in the 
face with his fist, and also raised an alarm, 
which had the effect of frightening the 
negro awdy. He no doubt went direct 
from Mr. Hart’s house to Mr. Anderson's. 
Mr. Hart says he distinctly saw the full 
face of the negro, and he was brown 
skinned. The tracks of the negro were 
seen thes morning on the ground under 
the window. He wore about a No. 13 shoe. 

In the early part of the night the same 
negro entered the house of a negro man 
and took his pistol and was in the act 
of gathering up the clothing of the negro 
when he wokKe. The thief pointed the 
pistol at him and with an oath told the 
negro to Keep quiet or he would Kill him. 
He then left fhe house with the stolen 
eltects. It was perhaps with this stolen 
p.stol that the negro fired three times at 
Vax Receiver Anderson.

The death of Premier Canovas, fol- 
lowed by the appointment of General 
,Azcarraga, late secretary of war, to the 
‘first position in the cabinet, ig not apt 
to bring about any immediate change in 
the policy of the Spanish government. 
While the appointment of General Az- 
carraga to the vacant premiership is 
only temporary, it nevertheless carries 
with it the implied announcement that 
for the next few months, at least, the 
policy of the government in dealing with 
the Cuban situation will be simply a 
continuation of the policy maintained by 
ithe deceased premier. 

Undoubtedly the Spanish people are 
strongly in favor of a radical change of 
administrations and, on the death of 
Premier Canovas several days ago, the 
queen no doubt felt sorely tempted to 
invite Senor Sagasta to form a liberal 
‘ministry, but the refusal of General 
Weyler to serve under a liberal leader, 
deterred her from yielding to public 
sentiment. In spite of his brutal in- 
etincts General Weyler is warmly es- 
teemed by the Spanish queen, who re- 
gards him as tthe ablest soldier by long 
odds in the kingdom, and who believes 
that without his leadership the Cuba. 


uprising can never be subdued. General | 


Weyler is a pronounced conservative and | 


if he remains in the field it must be un- 
der a conservative government at home. 

But whether the policy of the Spanish 
government in dealing with the situation 
in Cuba remains the same or is changed, 
‘thefe can be no doubt as to the final 
outcome of the struggle. Spain has shown 
her utter incapacity to subdue the up- 
rising. At no time have the Cubans 
mustered -more than 25,000 men, poorly 
equipped and half-fed;-and yet in spite 
of these disadvantages. they have man- 
aged to hold their own against Gen- 
eral Weyler’s army of 250,000 trained 
Spaniards. Since the outbreak of hos- 
tilities it is estimated that 10,000 insur- 
gents and 30,000 non-combatants have 
suffered death in some form or other on 
the Cuban side; 
side it is estimated that 30,000 armed 
soldiers have been killed outright and 
| 20,000 and 40,000 have 
‘either been sent home or confined in 
Spanish hospitals on the isiand. Up to 
the present time the war has cost 
Spain in round numbers $200,- 
000,000, which is nore than the 
limited resources of the. kingdom can 
stand. Thousands of Spaniards who 
were anxious'to see Cuba subdued at the 
beginning of the campaign are now anx- 
fous to see the war brought to a close 
whether it results in the subjugation of 
Cuba or not. They realize that inter-

The writer of. this article 
states that had it not been for the jeal-. 
ous rivalry which has long existed be- 
tween Austria and Russia. the fate of 
the Oitoman empire might have been de- 
cided during the early part of the pres- 
ent century. On account of this jealous 
feeling, however, each of these powers 
nas entertained the ambitious dream 
‘that possibly some day Turkey might 
becajne its own exclusive possession. 
more than a hundred and fifty years 
have elapsed, it is claimed by the writer 
of this article, since Austria and Russia 
first began to covet Turkey, and at 
length, it is said, these powers have de- 
cided to settle the matter by dividing

But in this connection, the question 
naturally arises what attitude will the 
other powers of Europe assume toward 
this proposed seizure of Turkey? 
they tacitly submit to a proceeding which 
is }jound to disturb the existing equi- 
librium in Europe and destroy the even 
balance of power which is new main- 
tained between the different nations? On 
this point The New York Sun throws 
some light. Says this able commenta- 
tor on current events: 

The Turks certainly cannot look for any 
assistanee from France or Italy, nor is it 
likely that William II, though it is his 
Whim for the moment to pose as the sul- 
tan’s protector, would set himself to thwart 
his Austrian ally or the czar whom ately 
at St. Petersburg he strove so earnestly 
to conciliate. -There remains only Engkhaind 
and, were it agreed that her possession ef 
Egypt should be henceforth unchallenged, 
it is hardly conceivable, in view of the 
changed temper of her people, that her 
government would venture to obstruct once 
more, as it did in 1828, 1834, 1853 and 1873, 
the deliverance of the Christian subjects 
of the Turk. It is true that Lord Salisbury 
co-operated with Lord Beaconsfield in up- 
setting the treaty of Gan Stefano, but there 
is nothing in his present attitude to justify 
the belief that he would now interpose to 
shield Turkey from attack on the part of 
Austria and Russia. 

But whatever the attitude of the pow- 
ers may be in the event of a seizure of 
Turkey by Austria and Russia, the state- 
ment advanced by the writer in The 
London Quarterly Review is sufficient 
in itself to arouse deep interest in the 
situation, and the reading public will 
eagerly scan the foreign news dispatches 
for some announcement of its verifica- 
tion. The writer states that a pretext 
for the seizure of Turkey will shortly 
be offered in the alleged misconduct of 
Turkish officials in Macedonia and Al- 
bania.

Major Yellott is a democrat of the 
old school, and prefers a straightout 
declaration in bebalf of democratic prin- 
ciples to any ea of office, near or 
remote. In this he is at one with the 
masses of the people, who care more for 
principles than they do for office. 

We have no doubt that Senator Gor- 
man will go to his grave believing that 
he has won his political successes by 
means of compromises, intrigues and di- 
plomacy. But such is not the case at 
all. He has won his way in spite of his 
whispering habits because he possesses 
qualities’ which outweigh the distrust 
with which people regard habitual in- 
trigues. The love of intrigue .has been 
in the Maryland senator’s way from the 
outset. But for that he would have tak- 
en a place in the front rank of modern 
statesmen; for he is today, beyond all 
question, one of the ablest of our public 
men. We say this heartily in spite of 
the fact that we do not admire his strad- 
dling proclivities. 


Opening Their Eyes. 

Presently, when some of the reckless 
editors who have charge of the gold or- 
gans realize that the continual fall in 
silver is likely to produce results that 
have heretofore played no part in their 
‘alculations, they may be willing to ad- 
mit that the question is more important 
than even partisanship has made it. 

The Boston Advertiser seems to be 
getting a glimpse of the real situation 
that now threatens to impose itself on 
the country should silver, as Mint Direc- 
ter Preston boastfully predicts—fall to 
40 cents an ounce. Our contemporary 
notes that there is now about $3,600,000,- 
000 of legal tender silver in circulation 
in the world, the bullion value of which 
has decreased more than 50 per cent 
since 1873, and says thay if silver con- 
tinues to decrease in Falue, this vast 
amount of money now furrent at its face 
value, must either take on the form of 


value, 

The Advertiser goes on to say that 
probably the great commercial nations 
of the world would be glad to see some 
miracle by which silver would be re- 
stored to the value which it had three 
decades ago. The difficulty about this 
is that the men who do the finaneial 
thinking for the commercial nations of 
the world are the very men who are 
largely responsible for the gradual de- 
monetization of silver: It was a great 
undertaking, and it has required a good 
deal of patient diplomacy and bold legis- 
lative fraud to bring it about. On this 
account, we think it is expecting too 
much to suppose that they will be will- 
ing to permit the commercial nations to 
retrace their steps with respect to sil- 
ver. 

It is true they have made billions of 
profits out of the undertaking, but there 
still remain some very rich pickings in 
this country, and we may be sure that 
the greed and rapacity which have en- 
gineered silver cemoncetization will not 
allow any of the proceeds to slip through 
their fingers. . 

The actual glee with which some of 
the more active gold men announce the 
further fall in silver can only be based. 
on the knowledge that the depreciation’

of our silver money will prove a rich 
harvest for those who control.the avail- 
able gold. How long this further scheme 
of spoliation will be disposed depends

As a re- 
sult of the courageous action of the uni- 
versity faculty, however, the suspicion 
thus cast upon the institution is already 
to a degree wiped out. Whether or not the 
corporation consents to reinstate President 
Andrews, it has been madg manifest in no 
uncertain tones that the rest of the facul- 
ty is not to be fettered by any rules re- 
stricting individual freedom of thought and 
speech. For this service the members of 
the corporation should be the first to feel 
gratitude, as the faculty in censuring them 
for unwarrantable interference has de- 
Stroyed tha growing impression that such 
interference would be tolerated at Brown 
university.’’ :

THE DYNASTY OF THE SHARK, 


—_— 


In ove of the unknown lands that still 
exist in byways of travel it was my good 
fortune to be a participant in one of the 
most picturesyue incidents in the career of 
Robert Louis Stevenson 

Apemama was my destiration when I left 
Sydney, N. S. W., as sugereargo of the 
barkentine George Noble, owned by 4 Chi- 
rese firm in that city. We made the island 
of Apemama two months out from our 
home port, and were boarded outside the 
reef by an old gentleman with one eye and 
a girdle of pandanus leaves. He informed 
us that pilotage would cost $10, and the 
privilege of entering the lagoon without his 
services (he was the pilot) would cost us 
$5 only, good South American silver, to be 
paid into the coffers of King Tem Binoka. 
In a few moments conclusions were reached 
and the old fellow was on our topsail yard 
bellowing instructions to the helmsman. 
Once we gyazed he coral, but finally 
brought up in thé lagoon off the king’s 
house and close Ao a smal! fore-and-aft 
schooner flying e American flag. 

Our neighbor in port was the Equator and 
hailed from San Francisco. Before we an- 
chored a boat left her, and as soon as pos- 
sible her occupants boarded us. One was 
rather tall and slightly built, with thin 
black hair, worn rather long, and a droop- 
ing black moustache. He was dressed in 
the usual style of an island trader, with 
just a coupeon of: swagger, in the finest 
braided native hat and brilliant crimson 
silk cummerhund, worn with the thin linen 
suit of dazzling white affected by foreign- 
ers who live in the “line’ islands, Ac- 
companying him were two white ladies, and 
the only white man whom Tem Binoka al- 
lowed to permanently’ reside on the island 
I knew this man as Johnny, and to this 
day firmly believe that he possessed no oth- 
€r cognomen. The party came direct to 
the trade house, built on deck; and I had 
the honor of being introduced to Robert 
Louis Stevenson, his wife and daughter, 
Mrs. Strong. 

We shook hands, exchanged cards and 
greetings and inquired, as usual in the 
islands, about the wind and the weather. 
Then Mr. Stevenson seated himself on 
case of tobacco, while the only deck chairs 
on board were offered to the two ‘ladies. 
Mr. Stevenson dropped into an easy conver- 
sation, in which he displayed a remarkable 
technical knowledge of matters marine. 
Nothing seemed to escape his notice. Basse 
take but little wind to stay, and your vesse 
goes round well on her hee!,’’ remarked tha 
author of ‘“Treasure Island,’’ which showed 
that our maneuvering in the lagoon chan- 
nel had not been unnoticed. Naturally I 
was flattered by his compliment to the ship, 
and as it was then past 3 o’clock, I told 
our Chinese steward to make tea. We stay- 
ed on deck, glad to Nave the pleasure of 
talking to each other, for a dematon 
(white man) 1s indeed a rare bird in the 
Gilberts. Stevenson finally passed me his 
tobacco pouch, filled, I perceived, . with 
Turkish tobacco of a very superior quality. 
I rolled a eigarette and somewhat to my 
astonishment the ladies d'd the same. Their 
actions were perfectly natural; there was 
no effectation. They evidently enjoyed the 
opportunity to openly indulge: and, really, 
Mrs. Stevenson did puff her cigarette very 
prettily. ‘‘We are far removed from the 
petty conventionalities of civilization,’’ Mr. 
Stevenson hastened to expiain, ‘‘and, be- 
lieve me, it is indeed most delightful to 
throw to the winds the irksome ethics of 
society.”’ 1 agreed and far into the shades 
of that balmy, tropical night I listened to 
the brilllant conversation of the man of 
letters, In his negligee picturesque attire he 
appeared a natural nobleman; and I shall 
ever remember that meeting with the most 
unmixed of feelings. 

Stevenson had completely won the re- 
gard and the esteem of the old king and 
his people. The simple islanders recog- 
nized in him a being vastly different to 
those whites with whom they had pre- 
viously come in contact. King Tem Bi- 
noka controlled everything on Apemama. 
Every Cocoanut palm paid its tithe to him. 
The pandanus and yobyoi of the whole 
island were inallenably his should his royal 
fiat so issue. Even the sea paid him trib- 
ute, the fishermen invariably repairing to 
the royal dwelling with propitiatory offer- 
ings on their return. He was absolute 
master of life, and held the census of his 
dominion stationary by a cruel exercise of 
infanticide. The island, he said, was al- 
ready over-peopled and self preservation 
obliged him to limit the increase of popu- 
lation. 

Personally Tem Binoka was a=-6 giant, 
Standing over six feet three inches, He 
weighed nearly 320 pounds, and always 
carried his own ladder in his ‘boat, being 
distrustful of mounting a vessel's side by 
any other means. Ashore a small platform 
slung on shafts of cocoanut wood was his 
conveyance. It required a dozen natives 
to carry his majestic person. On his ap- 
proach the people would bow their heads 
and hide their faces. He was a king ana 
exercised to the uttermost the attributes 
of his sovereignty. He derived a large rev- 
enue from beche-de-mer, pearl shell ana 
copra. Negotiations with the king for the 
purchase of his copra had finally been sus- 
pended. For some reason he declined to 
sell the 50 tons of dried cocoanut in the 
royal storehouses, All hands on board be- 
came despondent, and the general gloom 
even overshadowed me. One day, about a 
week after our arrival, Stevenson came 
aboard and inquired the reason for our 
painfully apparent depression. He prom- 
{sed to exert his fnfluence with the king, 
and suddenly inquired if we had any bunt- 
ing on board. I replied in the affirmative, 
and we both went into the tradehouse to 
inspect the stock. The great writer seat- 
ed himself and explained the reason of 
his wants. He told me that the king’s an- 
cestral history was interwoven with the 
legends and mythology of the island. His 
pedigree was the theme of a long native 
song, whieh had been sung and translated 
for his amusement and edification that day. 
After recounting the battles and victories 
whieh seated his dynasty, it referred to 
the origin of his noble house. A high 
princess of Anemama had fallen in love 
with the shark king of the ocean, and from 
thelr union sprang the royal line of Tem 
Binoka. 

The simple beauty of the tradition, the 
poetry and romance of thelegend, haa 
the great writer, and to 
commemorate it he resolved to design a 
flag for Tem Binoka’s island kingdom. 
The design was the work of Mrs. Strong, 
and the flag was to be similar to the French 


tricolor, surcharged lengthwise with a 
black shark. Besides being striking ana 
original, it would become an emblem ot 


kingly authority and a souvenir of the sim- 
ple story of ancestry. I measured off 
the bunting necessary and asked Stevenson 
to accept it as a present. He did so, ana 
in the second dog watch Mrs. Stroneg’s deft 


his 


fingers put’the finishing touch to the en- 
sign of Apemama’s autonomy and Tem 
3inokKa’s sovereignity. 

The climate of the line islands {s such 
that the early part of the morning is the 
only time when exertion or energy of any 
kind is possible, so that at 6 o'clock next 
morning, when the Equator party, head- 
ed by Stevenson and his wife and accom- 
panied by our captain and myself, arrivea 
at the King’s bungalow, we found the royal 
household alive and astir. Tem Binoka 
was eating a peculiar kind of shellfish call- 
ed edourig, washing down this repast with 
raspberry sirup and gin. 

Stevenson explained through Jolinny the 
Mature of his visit, and asked the honor 
of raising the standard. Tem Binoka was 
Nattered. Smiles fairly ripplied over his 
broad face, and his good humor found vent 
by forcing his matutinal “eye opener’ 
down our unwilling throats. His retainers 
were massed around the flagstaff, which 
until then had merely been used to signal 
the various vessels that might bring up by 
chance in his lagoon, 

The flag was rolled in a tight ball and 
run to the masthead. The king’s riflemen 
were turned ovt, the camera was adjusted 


and focused, Tem Binoka removed his

smoke-tinted goggles an} lifted his sun 
in salute Robert Louls 


Stevenson unfurled the royal standard and 
an impromptu feu de joie burst frum the 


guns of Tem Binoka’s guar¢, 
The autocrat of ApeMama yas a different 


being at that moment: his teserve disap-” 


peared, he shook hands with ill the dema- 
ton present, and in the height o the hilarity 
I broached the delicate subject >f trade. A 
bargain was struck immeditely, and orders 
were issued to his storekeeper, Captain 
Gadegad hurried abroad to prepate for the 
cargo, while I stayed to enjoy the general 
jubilee that was progressing. Tem Binoka 
insisted on the Equator party staying 
ashore, and gave orders to build a village 
for their reception close to the palawm, In- 
side of eight hours fifteen houses were 
erected, the bedding and furn.ture 0} the 
schooner were brought ashore, and a spe- 
cial levy of retainers made for Steverson 
and his people. I believe that fully fifty 
people were placed at the disposal of the 
author and his party. Mr. Stevenson called 
his village Equatorville, and delighted the 
natives by assuming their dress and sitting 
en his mat with both legs crossed wnder 
him. 

He drafted a scheme for the confederation 
of the whole group under the paternal 
sovereignty of Tem Binoka, who subse- 
quently negotiated in Sydney for the pur- 
chase of the steamer Helen Nicoll, with 
which he intended to carry out Mr. Steven- 
son’s plans. The Equator party were 
honored in every way by the king, and all 
his subjects were ordered to give deference 
and homage to the author and his family. 

In the meantime we had nearly emptied 
the king’s copra houses, and were jubilant 
over the turn our luck had taken. We 
were wind-bound for a few days and I 
seized the opportunity to visit Equatorville 
and pay my respects to Stevenson, and set- 
tle accounts with the king. Every one was 
smoking cigarettes. The girls carried them 
in snug little bundles behind their ears in 
much the same way that a city clerk car- 
ries his pen. The men smoked them be- 
cause they were more pleasant than the 
heavy trade pipes. I received an order 
from the king for a supply of rice paper 
and Turkish tobacco. Mr. Stevenson enjoy- 
ed the situation immensely and considered 
it a capital joke. 


King Tem Binoka died in 1891, while ac- 
tively engaged preparing for the conquest 
of the surrounding islands. His dominions 
were placed under a British protectorate 
in 1892, when the Gilbert and Ellice groups 
became part of the British empire. Poor 
Tem Binoka! It was possibly best that he 
stould die before the scepter was wrested 
from the dynasty of the Shark.

Mr. Powell Talks of Strike. _ 

Mr. Powell is fearful that the situation 
of the miners is more serious than has 
been reported, and he thinks the critical 
period with them is about to arrive. He 
is in sympathy with the struggling coal 
Workers, and in speaking of the strike and 
the conference last night before leaving 
Via the Southern for Knoxville, he said: 
“I have been advised by wite from our 
headquarters that my presence has been 
requested at the conference of the labor 
leaders of the country to be held at St. 
Louls next Monday, August 30th. All of 
the chiefs of the railroad brotherhoods and 
the heads of the many trades unions, 
Knights of Labor and other unions will 
be present.

EATEN BY ALLIGATORS. 


The Sad Fate of ds Seminole Brave and 
His Squaw.

One of the most revolting exccutions 
ever conceived was carried out in a Semi- 
nole camp in Florida recently. The event, 
which curiousty combines romance with 
tragedy, took place in the giades about 
fifty miles south of Fort Lauderdaie. About 
two months ago, an Indian brave namew@ 
“Tiger Cat’ elope <i with the chief’s wife. 
The Indians at once began a very thorough 
search and suceeeded in capturing both of 
the offenders about two weeks ago. The 
offense is a capital crime among tue Semi- 
noles, and a council, after considering the 
case for three days and nights, decided 
tnat the pair should be put to death by 
being eaten by alligators. 

The prisoners were taken to the south 
end of Little ‘Gater Key, the two were 
stripped and strongly tied to stakes near 
the water’s edge, about fifty feet apart. 
The Indians then tied a dog between them 
to attract the alligators. For an entire 
day they were left there in the hot sun, 
exposed to insects, egc., and it was not 
until near sundewn that the alligators 
came out. The alligators crawied out, some 
ten of them, and a!l made for the howling 
dog. The saurians: would not venture near 
the human bait for some time. Finally an 
old bull ’gator crawled up and made a 
dash for the Indian. His roars brought 
the others and the rush was made. Two of 
the alligators attacked the woman and in 
afew moments she was surrounded with a 
roaring mass of saurians. One seized her | 
leg, another her arm and amié¢é her piercing 
screams and cries she was literally pulled 
apart. Her husband. seeing her agony, 
drew his rifle and shot her.

HAWTHORNE HEARD 
AT HIS OLD CHURCH 


Eminent Divine Delivers a Brilliant 
Sermon. 


WAS * MET BY HIS FRIENDS 


Hundreds Camed Out To Hear the Nash- 
ville Minister. 


HE MADE A VERY POWERFUL APPEAL 


The Doctor Was in an Eloquent Mood 
and His Sermon Had a Telling 
Effect on the Crowd. 


Dr. J. B. Hawthorne occupied the pulpit 
of the First Baptist church yesterday 
morning and delivered a masterful ser- 
mon. It was one of those sermons which 
he used to deliver in the davs when he 
Was pastor and which made him famous 
with all who heard him. 

It was not a long sermon, but it was 
full of that fire which characterizes all 
of the addresses made by Dr. Hawthorne 
and was full of that earnestness which 
impresses everything which he says upon 
his hearers. 

There was a large congregation pres- 
ent when the hour for the service arrived. 
It was made up ‘in the main of the old 
congregation of Dr. Hawthorne’s, ‘ogether 
with those who came to hear him because 
they liked his sermons, but who nhever 
joined bis church. 

Dr. Hawthorne took his text from Pro- 
verbs xxiv, 21, “‘Meddle mot with them 
that are given to change.” He addressel 
his congregation on the instability of 
character and deeply impressed his hearers. 
He divided the subject with which he 
was dealing into four classes. First, the 
instability of the character of those who 
are never satisfied with their country; 
second, the imstability of those Who are 
constantly changing their occupaHgns ; 


church to church; fourth, the instability 
of those men. who make frequent and 
radical changes in their religious beliefs. 
Je part, Dr. Hawthorne said: “Of all 
the things in this life that are to be de- 
plored, of all the things that change the 
course of human Life and drag men down 
from places of: honor; that unsettle 
courttries and lose souls, instability of 
character is the worst. This constant 
changing from ome thing to another, this 
unsettled condition of some men is work- 
ing harm in the world every day. 
“There is the man who is never satisfied 
with his country. He is living in comfert 
and edse, but he must change. He krows 
there fs a better country tham the one 
he is living in.

He said he bad no in- 
terest or prejudice in the case, and only 
came to Atlanta upon request of the prose- 
eution to tell what he knows of the case, 
Veal’s Visit to Perry’s Home. 

It will be remembered that it fs claimed 
that Mrs. Perry was assaulted by Lanier 
at her home one Saturday afternoon short- 
ly before the killing. The time is said to 
have been about 4 o’ciock on that after- 
noon. On the day in question Veal claims 
to have been at the Perry home, and he 
says he was at the house two or three 
hours in the afternoon, from about. 2:30 
until after 5 o’clock. Veal is said to have 
stated before the governor that he talked 
to Mrs. Perry while sitting on the front 
poreh of the house for some time. During 
the conversation, and about 4 o’clock, La- 
nier came to the house and quietly walked 
in and went back into the house and then 
down stairs in the dining room. 

Shortiy after Lanier went into the house 
Mrs. Perry got up and also went in the 
house and to the dining room, where she 
remained a few minutes. Lanier came out 
and left the house as quietly as he went in. 
Shortly aftr his departure Mrs. Perry re- 
appeared on the front porch and resumed 
her conversation with Veal, the latter says, 
not seeming in the least disturbed or ex- 
cited. Veal says Mrs. Perry stated that she 
had talked to Lanier a while in the dining 
room, but she said nothing that caused 
Veal to suspect that: Mrs. Perry and Lanier 
had disputed or had any trouble while in the 
house,

She Was Not Excited. 
said that the alleged assault oc- 
curred while Lanier visited the house at 
this time, but Veal says if such was the 
case Mrs. Perry acted very queerly in not 
appearing excited or out of her usual 
temperament. He says she returned to the 
front porch in an even-temper and just:.as 
collected ani pleasant as when she ieft and 
went into the house. Veal! says he heard 
no disturbance in the house and he does not 
think any assault was made by Lanier. 
The prosecution has secured affidavits 
from a reporter who was assigned to inter- 
view Mrs. Perry on the day Perry killed 
Lanier. He called on Mrs. Perry at her 
home about two hours after the killing and 
When asked if the story told by Perry: to 
the effect that she had been assaulted by 
Lanier was true she replied that it was not 
true that she had been assaulted.

Once a Thriving Metropolis. 

From The New York Mail and ioxpre’s. 

There never was another camp in the 
northwest like that at Tombstone in 1879 
and 1880. Indeed, there have been very few 
Similar communitics in the world. I ur aver 
Sever months the daily output of precious 
metal averaged about $50,000. Over a dozen 
men went there penniless and came away 
worth over $500,000 in less than a year, and 
Six or seven men struck it rich and gold 
out for over $1,000,000 each. Fuliy half the 
population walked hundreds of miles to 
get there. No railroad ran through south- 
ern Arizona in those days, and the awful 
Colorado and Mojave deserts had to be 
crossed in wagons or on foot by the multi- 
tudes of fortune seekers from California. 
Desert sandstorms were encountered, and 
for days travelers to Tombstone endured a 
temperature of over 130 Gegrees in the 
shade. Many a man died on the hot, sandy 
plains. Miners on their way to the new 
camp from the east and south toiled across 
the Arizona alkali plains through immense 
cactus areas, and risked their lives in the 
then hostile land of the Apache Indians. 
When Tombstone was reached there were 
new privations and more physical distress, 
for the greater nun ber, especiall:: for those 
who had hastened from offices, stores, 
Shops, clerkships and the pastor’s study. 
Over one-third of the men in camp had 
very little money, or none at all, and knew 
no way of earning it except by the hardest 
kind of manual labor, to which they were 
unusued. It cost $1 a night to sleep in a 
dirty, rough pine bunk. Water seld at 20 
cents a gallon, a small dish of beans at & 
cents, tallow candles at 2 bits (25 cents), 
common overalls at $5 each, smoked hams 
at $12 each, and cowhide boots were dis- 
posed of as fast as they could be hauled 
to camp across the desert from. Los An- 
geles and Yuma for $35 a pair. In 1881 all 
the Tompstone mines that paid well were 
in the hands of a few persons, and the 
population of the place had gone down 
from 10,900 to 5,00% In 1883 the mines, with 
two exceptions, began to peter out, and the 
population dropped to 3,000. Since then it 
has gne down slowly to less than 1,000 souls.

It is’ of course, impossible to. tell 
just how mucl money was made last 
week, but it is certain that large amounts 
have been risked and large sums have been 
realized. 

From Paine, Murphy & Co. came the nows 
Saturday that several of their customers 
made considerable sums. In a few in- 
stances as much as $7,006 was made. The 
Southern Produce exchange people report 
that several who invested with them are 
winners by large sums, and in two or 
three cases their customers have as much 
as $12,000 or $13,000 standing to their credit. 

A well-known gentleman of the city who 
fs an authority on matters pertaining to 
the market, said yesterday: ‘“f have never 
in all my life seen before such excitement 
on the floor of an exchange. I know per- 
sonally of several parties who have made 
large sums in wheat during the past week 
and they have it still on the product. 
Saturday afternoon every one was talking 
of $2 wheat, but, of course, I do not be- 
lieve that it will reach that figure. 

**T believe that it will go as high 
or maybe $1.08, but in my opinion it will 
hardly reach $1.10. Those men who have 
made money on wheat will give it all back 
before they stop. They will keep on buy- 
ing, even when they find that the market 
is declining. Of eourse wheat will remain 
high and I expect it to linger in the neigh- 
borhood of 93 cents or 95 cents. Now this 
is the proper time to sell wheat, but it Is 
difficult to make anyone believe that. 

“The southern people are natural bulls. 
They are eternally buying, and it is only 
in rare instances that we hear of anyone 
making money on the fall of the market. 
If those who have in the past been buying 
would now commence selling they would 
make money on the decline as they made 
it on the rise. I éxpect to see some stir- 
ring scenes during. the coming week on the 
floor of the exchange and am going down 
every day myself to look on.”’”’

The Metric System. 


From The Boston Journal. 


Metric standards of weights and meas- 
ures have been adopted by twenty-one 
countries, Great Britain and the United 


States being the only prominent exceptions. 
Before another year Great Britain will. in 
all probability, have passed an act legaliz- 
ing the system in the United Kingdom 
and providing for the preparation of a ta- 
ble of equivalents between the metric and 
the imperial standards. This will leave the 
United States in: a conspicuous minority 
among nations. 

The British act, it should be noted, 1s 
merely permissive and the choice between 
pounds and kilos remains free to every 
merchants but even so, it is a concession 
to the metric enthusiast, in that it will lead 
to a more\careful teaching of his system 
in the schopls and to a wider use of it in 
dealings with other nations. The metric 
system has\much to conquer before it be- 
comes universal, but it is making rapid 
strides toward ultimate success. Its stan- 
eiards unquestionably facilitate the keeping 
of accounts, and give one a great deal in 
common with the rest of the world. With 
our decimal money system we have a 
good start made upon the metric grada- 
tions, and our arithmetic classes have al- 
ways paid more attention to the French 
standards than corresponding classes in 
English schools. 

It may be fifty, it may be one hundred 
years before the metric system becomes 
the established method of adjusting weights 
and measures in all civilized nations. The 
change is gradually being effected, how- 
ever, and not rap-dly enough to entail 
confusion or sudden great cost. Ameri- 
can scientists have long asked for a com- 
pulsory ill from congress, and it is likely 


that we shail at least go as far as par- 
liament in the change before many more 


sessions are ended.
